MYSTERY PILOT 


AT WEATHER HELM 


Old Sol Plus Strange Law 
Rules Temperatures. 


BY SELBY MAXWELL. 
[Chart on page 2.] 

A mysterious hand out of the sky is 
moving the thermometer. Our mild 
winter is due to some little under- 
stood law that is operating between 
the sun and its family of worlds. It 
may be gravity, perhaps it is elec- 
tricity, maybe it is light. Whatever 
it is, scientists are completely puzzled 
by it. 

The sun is also having unusual 
weather, if the behavior of a ball of 
fire can be called weather. Sunspots 
have died down, but in their stead the 
corona, or outer air of the sun, is 
greatly disturbed. 

Effect of Sun Spots. 

When the sun goes into total eclipse 
on Sept. 1, 1923, to be visible at Los 
Angeles, great searchlight streamers 
will be seen shooting out to unusual 
lengths. 

Weather.on the earth is greatly af- 
fected’ by what happens on the sun. 
It was formerly supposed that the sun 
sends less heat when sun spots are 
at a maximum and more heat when 
they are at a minimum. In this way 
the warming up of the earth at a spot 
minimum was accounted for. But re 
cent surveys indicate that the law is 
more complicated. There are now 
known to be places where it gets 
cooler as spots wane on the sun and 
warmer as they increase, 

Unknown Force Active. 

The unknown force has thrown the 
air over America into a series of tem- 
perature waves. Some places stand 
warmer than usuai, while others are 
colder and stormier. 

When the corona of the sun is agi- 
tated storm tracks curve to the north 
and south of Chicago, leaving us in 
an island of mild weather. At the 
same time the storms that follow the 
coasts are enormously strengthened. 
A sun spot minimum, such as we are 
now having, appeare to tow all air dis- 
turbances away from the center of the 
continent and toward the coasts, 
where the proximity of land and water 
produces gales.

Sentenced.

William H. H. Miller: Lundin-Thomp- 
son former member of -Gov. Small’s 
cabinet as head of the department of 
registration and education, was found 
guilty yesterday of selling physicians’ 
and pharmacists’ licenses to persons 
unfit to receive them, of raising exam- 
ination grades, and of selling questions 
in advance of the state examinations. 

The jury in Judge Oscar Hebel’s 
court, where the case was tried, placed 
Miller’s penalty at a fine of $1,000. 

Dr. Bourque Fined. 

Dr. N. Odeon Bourque, head of a 
“quiz” school where doubtful) candi- 
dates prepared for the examinations, 
was fined $250. K. A. Fries, Miller’s 
son-in-law and a former official in the 
department, was found not guilty. 

“ A compromise verdict,” it was gen- 
erally termed in the Criminal court. 
It was rumored that the jury had early 
decided .on a finding of “guilty” 
against Miller when they were locked 
up for the night last Saturday. One 
juror, whose name remained unknown, 
is said to have insisted, however, that 
the former director be let off without 
the penitentiary sentence to which he 
was made liable by the charge con 
tained tn his indictment. 

The maximum sentenee, which was 
demanded by the prosecutors for the 
state, Samuel M. Hamilton and Milton 
D. Smith, wag five years in the peni- 
tentiary and a fine of $2,000. 

Victory for People, Crowe Holds. 

“Despite the leniency of the jury, a 
leniency I feel misplaced, Miller’s con- 
viction is a signal victory for the peo- 
ple,” said State’s Attorney Crowe on 
hearing of the verdict. “It will be 4 
needed lesson, teaching the sacredness 
of the office to which is intrusted the 
duty of supervising the fitness of our 
physicians and druggists. What harm 
has been Wrought by the host of in- 
competent men and women who, the 
evidence showed, have been let loose 
to minister fo the sick will never be 
known. 

“ Because of its complexity and the 
technicality of the testimony, it was a 
difficult case to present to a jury, and 
I have nothing but the highest praise 
for Mr. Smith and Mr. Hamitfton. Mr. 
Hamilton had been in charge of the 
case from the beginning.” 

All three defendants were in court 
when the verdict was brought in at 11 
o'clock yesterday morning, after nine 
teen hours’ deliberation in the jury- 
room. There were few spectators and 
no demonstration as the clerk read the 
jury’s findings. 

As the jurors filed from the box Dr. 
Bourque stepped up and shook one of 
them by the hand. “ You might have 
treated me worse,” he declared. 

Attorneys Lloyd Heth and Clarence 
Darrow, counsel for the defense, told 
Judge Hebel that they would appear 
this morning and inform him whether 
they would ask for a new trial. Miller 
and Dr. Bourque, it is expected, will 
pay their fines at the same time. 

Three Indicted Last April. 


Miller and ‘his two - co-defendants 
were indicted in April, and were later 
reindicted in July, on evidence gath- 
ered by Mr. Hamilton under supervi- 
sion of State’s Attorney Crowe, which 
showed that licenses had been sold to 
persons who had failed in the state ex- 
aminations. Witnesses before the 
grand jury declared they had bought 
advance copies of the examination 
questions. Others said they had failed 
in the examinations, but had paid to 
have their marks raised and had re- 
ceived licenses. 

Miller was ousted from Gov. Small’s 
cabinet after public opinion had forced 
the governor to demand his resigna- 
tion. Great excitement was caused in 
the state’s attorney's office while the 
case was in preparation when it was 
learned that $2,000 had been offered 
an assistant to steal documentary evi- 
dence from Prosecutor Hamilton's 


desk. 
Said He Paid $8,500. 
The three men were placed on trial 
before Judge Hebel Jan. 16. Chief

A short time ago Mrs. Weston left 
her husband.

Cora Garrett, who admits having re- 
cently deserted a husband and two chil- 
Gren in Danville, Ill, left the Kariov 
avenue residence with the intention of 
attending a motion picture show in the 
locep. 

Trails Three from Wife’s Home. 

As they made their way toward an 
elevated station the young husband 
and ‘a friend, Donald Frances, trailed 
them, keeping out of sight in the 
shadows. 

Boarding the same train as the trio 
of merrymakers, Weston and his friend 
sented themselves directly across the 
aisle from them. Throughout the 
journey loopward, husband and affin- 
ity cast angry glances back and forth 
across the aisle. Hot words soon re- 
placed the optic duel; a challenge was 
flung by one and accepted by the 


other. 
Leave Train to Fight. 

At Hoyne avenue they left the train, 
accompanied by Mrs. Weston, her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Cora Garrett of Danville, IIL, 
and Frances, and undertook to settle 
the matter in primitive fashion. 

Back and forth across .the narrow 
platform the battle raged, ending in a 
blow that sent Weston tumbling back- 
ward down the steps to the landing 
below. Hearing his Scream, pedestrians 
rushed to his aid. 

Retreating before the advancing re- 
inforcements, Kruger leaped to the 
roof of a building reaching the level of 
the station platform, then gripped the 
edge of the roof with his hands and at- 
tempted to swing himself over to the 
top of a building adjoining but a little 
below that on which he stood. 

Falls to His Death. 

Releasing his grip, Kruger swung 
himself towards the top of his sanc- 
tuary, but und@restimated the distance 
and fell down through an area between 
the two structures. Police, summoned 
by the gathering crowd, rushed him to 
the county hospital, where he died 
within five minutes. 

Weston and his wife, her sister and 
his friend all were taken into custody 
and are being held at the Warren ave- 
nue police station pending the inquest. 

At the police station, Mrs. Weston 
denied any improper relations with the 
dead man, declaring that he was “ only 
a friend” from whom she had sought 
solace for the “ brutal treatment” of 
her husband.

Germany's shipments of coal to Italy

Harry Emerson Fosdick, Baptist min- 
ister who preaches in a New York 
Presbyterian pulpit, whom William 
Jennings Bryan called the “‘ most alti- 
tudinous higher critic” he knew, and 
the published statements of the Rev. 
Percy Stickney Grant, rector of the 
Ascension Episcopal church, New 
York, who has been called on by his 
bishop to recant or resign, brought 
criticisms and defense from _ several 
Chicago ministers yesterday. 

. Grant was denounced by the 
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Rev. George Craig Stewart, rector of 
St. Luke’s Episcopal church, Evanston, 
for calling himself a liberal and be 
clouding the issue as though the Epis- 
copal church were reactionary. Dr. 
Stewart’s text, taken from I. John, 
ii., 22, seemed to contain a hint as to 
what he thought of Dr. Grant. It 
reads: “ Who is a liar, but he that 
denieth that Jesus is the Christ?” 


“Not Liberal and Reactionary.” 


“This controversy is not a contest 
between liberals and reactionists, be- 
tween fundamentalists and modern 
minded men,” he said. ‘“‘ Most men in 
the Episcopal church are men of mod- 
ern view-\\They believe in evolution. 

t believe the world was 


‘isa place above the sky 
or that hell is a hole after the pattern 
of Dante’s description. 

‘* Liberalism is one thing and skep- 
ticism afid anti-Christian denial is an- 
other. Unless Dr. Grant can keep the 
vows of the church he has taken, no 
kind of sophistry will persuade hon- 
est people that he is justified in stay- 
ing where he is.”

Hangers-on of the Mafia for the third 
time in two years have tried to exact 
a toll from the family of Samuel Lo- 
sasso, wealthy north side Sicilian who 
manages extensive property holdings 
from a grocery and apartment he owns 
at Larrabee and Vedder streets.

The structure rises three stories and 
houses eleven families.

Bombed in Night a Year Ago. 


The flat dwellers teemed out of win- 
dows and doors and scrambled wildly 
down fire escapes, repeating an experi- 
ence of a freezing night last March. 

At that time the tenants, including 
members of Losasso’s family, were 
pitched headlong from their beds by a 
terrific explosion. Some one had hurled 
a bomb into the Losasso grocery. 

“Sam's getting too rich,” was the 
comment of Losasso’s intimates. They 
merely shook their heads. It was none 
of their business. 

Losasso vouchsafed no helpful the 
ory. He smiled, shrugged, and set 
about repairing the damage. But he 
did admit that he had a letter demand- 
ing $5,000. 


Wife’s Father Stabbed to Death. 


A year before this incident police had 
been hastily summoned to the home of 
Rosano Monzello, Losasso’s rich father- 
in-law, at 1214 Larrabee street. They 
found Monzello’s body suspended from 
a gas jet in the living room. A stiletto 
was thrust through the heart. 

Practically every window for a block 
around was smashed by yesterday’s ex- 
plosion. Police and fire alarms brought 
hundreds to the scene. Ambulances and 
stretchers arrived. But no one was in- 
jured. 

Yesterday Losasso again smiled, 
shrugged—and set about repairing the 
damage. “ How do I know? I saw 
nothing,” he declared.

PARIS, Jan. 28.—[By the Associated 
Press.)}—There is little chance tonight 
that the occupation of the Ruhr dis- 
trict will be discussed by the council! of 
the league of nations, which meets to- 
morrow morning at the residence of 
Leon Bourgeois. Hijalmar Branting: 
the Swedish premier. who had an- 
nounced that he would bring up the 
question, said today that after a talk 
with Premier Poincare he did not 
think the question would be broached. 

“I shall not bring it up,” said M. 
Branting, “ if, after consulting my col- 
leagues on the council, I find ft will 
be disagreeable to any of the chiefly | 
interested countries. I hope, however, | 
that the council will accept the mis- | 
sion to arbitrate the Mosul dispute, 
notwithstanding the great difficulties 
involved.” 


France Against Discussion. 

M. Branting will see Bar! Balfour, 
Paul Hymans, and Sig. 
spectively the British, Belgian, and 
Italian representatives, this evening, 
and again tomorrow morning before 
the meeting. He was reticent regard- 
ing his talk with M. Poincare, but it is 
asserted that the French premier made 
it clear that the Ruhr question was 
not considered by France a proper sub- 
ject for discussion by the league 
council. 

France does not consider the repara- 
tion question to be in such shape that 
league intervention could be useful; 
and M. Poincare holds that under the 
resolution adopted by the league as- 
sembly Sept. 27, regarding the eventual 
discussion of reparation, it was stated 
that intervention by the council could 
usefully take place only on request 
of the powers directly interested. 


Will Consider Mosul. 


One of the first things that will be 


placed before the council will be Lord 
Curzon’s letter to Sir Eric Drummond, 
secretary general to the league, call- 
ing the council’s attention to the Mosul 
dispute. The point that will determine 
the council’s decision is the question 
whether Turkey will accept the 
league's jurisdiction. 

The league has no means of getting 
the Turks before it if they do not 
desire, it was said tonight. If the 
Turks are willing to leave the ques- 
tion to the league, however, there is 
little doubt but what the council will 
try to disentangle the Mosul contro- 
versy.

We believe it will be possible soon to approach 
Chicago traction with a view to public and not 
political service. A proper traction policy will re- 
duce fares, increase speed, remove congestion, and 
permit development. All -these are needed, and all 
Zepend, we believe, on subway construction. 

Speed carinot be obtained witht surface cars. 
Heonomy of operation cannot be obtained with 
them. . The congestion they cause in the crowded 
central district is becoming unendurable. The 
proper distribution of population and business re- 
quires a traction system which does not waste 
time. Slow cars limit the growth ofa city. Speed 
removes the limitations. 

For Chicago there {s no such thing as a dinky 
subway, Opponents of construction have spoken 
as if the intention were to put down a mile long 
tube and prevent any future extension, We 
cannot get a complete system by the rubbing of 
a lamp. It would be insane to decree that no 
stretch of underground track should be used until 
a complete system was ready for operation. Con- 
struction will require years, but every mile which 
can be operated will afford relief. Reasonably the 
first sections should go where relief is most needed 
—west, north, and south out of the core of conges- 
tion. If surface cars could be operated under- 
ground from North avenue to 224 street and from 
Grant park west to Halsted or Ashland within a 
few years that would be time saved. 

Building should be constant and extensions 
opened as rapidly as they can be built. Just as 
rapidly as the city can put in subways it will work 
out of its chains. Bnabling legisiation will be 
required, but we believe that if Chicago presents 
an honest, intelligent program it will be given 
the authority it needs of thé general assembly.

The Illinois constitution provides that the legis- 
lature shall redisirict the state every ten years, 


—— 


s after the federal’ census. That enumeration is to be 


used as the basis of representation. After the cen- 
sus of 1900 the state was redistricted, as it had 
been before and as it has not been since. Two 
*numerations have been passed over, although the 
constitution is mandatory-—-but with no way of 
compelling obedience. , 3 
The census of 1920 gave Illinois a population of 
6,485,280, of which number 3,053,017 were found 
in Cook county. If the ratio of representation were 
applied to these figures, Cook county would have 
24 senatorial districts, 24 senators, and 72 mem- 
bers of the house of representatives out of 51 dis- 
tricts, 61 senators, and 153 representatives. It now 
has, ag the result of annulment of the state con- 
stitution, 19 districts, 19 senators, and 57 repre- 
sentatives. By annulment it is cheated of 6 dis- 
. tricts, 6 senators, and 15 representatives, and sec- 
tions not ‘entitled to them have these votes. 
Speaker Shanahan is a Chicagoan. It is clearly 
up to him to see that there is a record vote on the 
isque of annulling the constitution and depriving 
Cook county of its guaranteed political rights.

A year ago Lendon exchange was $4.23; yester- 
day, $4.65. A year ago Paris was 8.17 cents to the 
franc; yesterday, 6.38 cents. A year ago the Italian 
lira was 4.46 cents; yesterday, 4.80 cents. A year 
ago the German mark was .5 of a cent; yesterday, 
.0044 of a cent. Belgian exchange has fallen in 
the same period from 7.85 to 5.75; Austrian, from 
.03 to .0033; Polish, from .03% to .0033; Roumanian, 
from .74 to .47; Jugo-Slavian, from .38 to .23; Greek,

This is one of the measures of the progressive 
financial decay which @ year of European politics 
has assisted. Great Britain has moved up to 
firmer ground. [Italy is @ little better off than a 
year ago. France is going downward. Germany 
has taken a dizzy fall. Austria and the former 
states of the Austro-Hungarian empire haye all 
gone down, save Czecho-Slovakia alone, which, 
under wise guidance and comparatively firm gov- 
ernment, has come up, according to this test, from 
1.93 to 2.82.

Then it went after the courts, A series of gigan- 
tic lawsuite was inaugurated against Tuz Trisune 
and other newspapers which had been exposing the 


the press into silence. 
there followed the culminating assault upon the 
courts. The Lundin-Thompson organization chose 
a slate of political partisans to invade the bench.’ 
The legal fraternity, alarmed for the integrity of 
the courts, led the voters to battle. The result was 
the first staggering defeat of the Lundin-Dhompson 
régime. The city hall hand picked ticket was 
snowed under and the tide turned. 

Since that Waterloo, revelation after revelation 
has driven home to the community the character 
of the powers which misruled its civic affairs, and 
the end has come. But, if Chicago is wise, it will 
ponder the lessons of this experience and will re- 
solve to resist any return of the vicious forces 
which sought to demoralite opinion, foment class 
hatred and religious fanaticism, and profit by per- 
verting racia] sentiment and turning it to the sup- 
port of predatory politics. We are coming cut of 
a fever, a dangerous fever, which threatened our 
social harmony, our neighborly good feeling, our 
political and civic intelligence. The first of all 
duties today is to ‘purge our politics of the poison 
and to put our civic life back on a sensible and 
wholesome foundation, to rid ourselves of loud- 
mouthed demagogy, false issues, unfounded accu- 
sations, repeatedly made though repeatedly dis- 
proved, and all the vicious perversions which the 
malevolence ef the Lundin-Thompson régime im- 
ported into the clean spirit of Chicago. °

“SOAKING THE RICH. ” 
{The Breeder’s Gazette. ] 

“Soaking the rich” is one of the vicious habits 
which the equally vicious tongues and pens of dema- 
fogues in recent years have developed among num- 
ders of people. It is fair to assume that most well 
to do men, like most poor men, are honest, and that 
the acquisition of wealth is oftener due to exceptional 
personal abilities, concentrated at the right time, in 
the right place, than to the employment of unscrupv- 
lous methods. We neither condemn nor defend those 
who, so far as we know, have amassed pecuniary 
wealth in the honest pursuit of a legitimate business. 
We think it unfair, however, to regard any man of 
means as a goat to be shorn or “soaked.” If, for 
example, he owns a farm, and begins stocking it with 
purebreds, with a view to inspiring farmers in his 
community to raise better animals, what wil) he 
think of those of us who raise and advocate the 
production of improved stock if some of our friends 
give him what, after an inevitable disillusionment, 
he calls a “raw deal"? What ought we to think of 
ourselves if we are parties to this kind of business? 

Our professions are that men of means are worth 
having, for the good that they may do, in the ranks 
of purebred stock producers.

RENT, 


Chicago, Jan. 20.—[{[To the Friend of 
the People.]J—Does it require a written 
sixty day notice from @ Jandlord to raise 
rent where there is no Jease? C. G. B. 


In case of tenancy at a monthly rent where 
there has never been an agreement for & 
longer term either party can end the tenancy 
or the landlord can increase the rent at the 
end of any month of the tenancy on 60 days’ 
notice. There is no legal obligation to assign 
‘a reason for such action. Since the statute 
‘merely specifies that the “landlord shall 
‘have the right to terminate the tenancy by 
sixty days’ notice in writing,” the legal ef- 
fect of an oral notice is not clear. 

Under 1921 statutes, if a tenant of resi- 
dence property in «a city, town, or village 
holds over and the landlord sues for posses- 
sion, a judge has discretionary power to grant 
to the tenant six months’ stay of execution 
upon the tenant's giving bond to pay rent at 
a figure fixed by the judge. If the lessor 
demands notice of the leasee’s intention as 
to applying for a stay, the lessee must modify 
or no stay wijl be granted. No provision in 
a lease shall operate to increase damages for 
holdover above the rate of previous rent.

Investments Carefully Selected. 


In 1859 Mr. A. G. Ramsay came 
from Bdinburgh to assume the man- 
agement of your Company. One of 
his earliest declarations of policy was 
that “the Company will seek always 
to obtain perfect and ample security 
when investing its funds, and will not 
be tempted. by high rates of interest 
upon doubtful investments.” For forty 
years he was guided by this deter- 
mination, and it has continued to be 
the motto of his successors. To this 
unswerving adherence to a sound prin- 
ciple we owe the unequalled condition 
of our invested funds today, but while

your Directors have not been fo 


to undue sacrifice in the matter of ‘in- 
terest return, as is evidenced by tHe 
average rate of 6.26% just reported 
for the year. The yield rate obtain- 
able upon desirable bonds has been 
lessening as the market for them 
stiffened, but we have been able to 
secure a goodly amount upon an at- 
tractive basis. As you know, we are 
particularly well equipped in our mort- 
gage loan départment, and our man- 
agers have again been able to select a 
very satisfactory amount of this bua!- 
ness from the large volume offered. 
It is to be expected that in such a 


Great Britain the funds arising from 
our business there, but if the recent 
improvement in the exchange situa- 
tion persists we shall, before long, be 
able to transfer them to Canadh, 
should that appear desirable. 

A most conservative basis has 
adopted in the valuation of your 
sets. The Government requires that 
these shall be included at a price not 
higher than the market value on De- 
cember.3ist of the year to which the 
Annual Statement applies. To comply 
with this ruling it has sometimes been 
necessary to reduce the values of the 
Individual securities in our books, but 
it is the policy of your Directors not 
to take advantage of a subsequent rise 
in the market to write them up again. 
Consequently a number of your hold- 
ings appear at much below their p 
ent worth, the difference constituting 
a very comfortable investment reserve, 
in addition to which we have the spe- 
clal Contingent Fund of $500,000, 
which you set up during the stress of 
recent years to meet any unforeseen 
contingency. 

It is the function of a life assur- 
ance company to care for its mem- 
bers, but it in turn requires their care 
and interest to aid its progress, and 
merits them in proportion to the type

Arouses Suspicion. 

“The evils of subsidizing athletes 
were illustrated last year,” he said, “ by 
discoveries which led the authorities at 
Princeton to disqualify several of their 
best known and most skillful players. 
The disqualifications gave rise, natur- 
ally enough, to new suspicions regard- 
ing the athletes of Yale and Harvard. 
Brief reports of the financial resources 
of prominent athletes at Yale and Har- 
vard were submitted by the Yale and 
Harvard chairmen respectively to the 
committee of the three chairmen, and 
were amicably discussed. It is too much 
to suppose that all suspicions were al- 
layed; but no case calling for disqualifi- 
cation was discovered. 

“Speaking always with the knowl- 


edge that something scandalous may 
yo be unearthed at any moment, I never- 


theless know that this right minded- 
ness has been greatly increased in 
the last thirty-five years. Indeed, 
there is serious danger of discrimina- 
tion against the athlete. Nor 
is the athlete permitted, unchallenged, 
to receive such aid as a nonathlietic 
youth who may not have his intelli- 
gence or strength of character, might 
go on receiving undisturbed for years. 


Saps the Sportsmanship. 


“Though the athletic situation last 
year seemed to force on the committees 
at Princeton, Yale, and Harvard the 
financial inquisition of which I am 
writing, and in the responsibility of 
which I share, such a method cannot 
be permanent, and, indeed, cannot be 
used at all without danger to the very 
foundation of sportsmanship.”

HARRY FRAZEE—With back- 
ers unknown, baseball and theatri- 
ca] man, has made a flat offer of 
about $500,000 for a match with 
Willard, in the new Yankee sta- 
dium about June 30. He has no 
lease or agreement to use the park, 
but feels certain he can get it. 
Frazee was a backer of the scan- 
dalous Willard-Johnson fight at 
Havana, lost a lot on it, and wants 
it back. 

O’Rourke Makes Offer. 

TOM O’ROURKE—With back- 
ers, like Frazee, unknown, or under 
cover (Stoneham, McGraw and oth- 
ers are mentioned), has made a 
verbal offer on a percentage basis 
for three fights to be staged in 
the Polo grounds, winding up with 
Wills, the other two to be picked 
from Willard, Tom Gibbons, Firpo, 
Beckett or others. 

RICKARD—tTex has sugested 
two bouts—Willard and Wills, and 
has given $1,000 for six days in 
which to study the _ situation. 
Kearns told me positively that 
Rickard would not stage Demp- 
sey’s bouts, but may have changed 
his mind.

The half of a nice, clean knuckle of 
beef—weighing about three pounds— 
may be made to serve a double purpose. 
It may be so cooked as to yield two 
highly satisfac dishes, or three, or 
half a dozen; for that matter, since 
a good, palatable beef stock has quite 
unlimited possibilities. The only real 
and positive limitation is that of quan- 
tity. 

But the two dishes in mind are a 
plain, old fashioned American beef 
stew and the other one of the most 
sophisticated dishes in high class cook- 
ery—aspic jelly. But these two dishes 
—poles apart—both depend for qual- 
~vd on the immaculate handling of that 

ne. 


pot be sure to pele and cut off every 
tiny shred of the parchmentlike skin.

“This board has 
asked for an appropriation of $50,000, 
000 for the ensuing fiscal year to cover 
the losses due solely to mere opera 
tion of vessels. This is nearly doubk 
the amount asked for the ship sub 
sidy, but large as it is it does no% 
cover overhead expenses, depreciation 
replacements, or additions to the fleet. 


What U. S. Must Face. 


“The government must also ba! 
ance its fleet by building a large num’ 
ber of combination cargo and pas- 
senger ships. . It has at the present 
time but forty passenger and cargo 
boats, and 1,200 cargo boats. The 
board would also fint it necessary to 
develop boats which could be used as 
naval auxiliaries at a time of war.
